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NOTES FROM THE SELECTMEN 


As we look back over 1968, which passed so swiftly, we 
see a continuation of steady growth. 


Interstate #89 was opened through New London in No- 
vember. This makes us a link in a complex highway system, 
undreamed of a generation ago. 


As we develop and expand, there has been a great deal 
of deep thought given to preserve the charm that is our New 
England heritage. 


The Conservation Commission has acquired more land in 
keeping with their goal of securing sites in New London for 
our shared pleasure and our future. 


Dr. Donald F. Bent, under the supervision of the Lake 
Sunapee Protective Association, and with Richard H. John- 
son assisting him, tested septic systems on Lake Sunapee. A 
privately financed sewerage survey was made on Pleasant 
Lake. Many recommendations and changes came from these 
projects. 


The Sewer Commissioners have purchased the necessary 
land along Lyon Brook to improve the town sewerage system 
and the work is being carried forward. 


This was, of course the year the Planning Board, with 
Hans Klunder, finalized the Master Plan. The Zoning amend- 
ments, in keeping with the Plan, will be presented to the 
townspeople on March 11th for their consideration. The Plan- 
ning Board is to be thanked for their efforts and time spent 
on informational hearings, so the Plan might be discussed 
and better understood. 


All the departments have felt the push of growth and the 
need of augmentation. Services, equipment and personnel must 
grow as our town grows. 
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Again, in 1968 we issued 75 building permits: 


34 new residences 
1 Parish house 
3 commercial buildings 
15 garages, sheds or barns 
21 home or business alterations 
1 sign 


We regretfully accepted the resignation of Harold E. 
Messer, Cemetery Commissioner, with over 40 years of service 
and devotion to the Town of New London. Mr. Messer is an 
example of the many elected and appointed boards and offi- 
cials whom we thank for their continued willingness to serve.

We have had 10,620 visitors to the library this year. 


The library has loaned the following books during the 
year: to New London Central School, 551; Barselle’s Nursing 
Home, 6; Kindergartens, 93; to Springfield school, 10; and 
interlibrary loan, 2. 


We have purchased through the State Library, and book 
publishers, 145 new adult books, and 166 new juvenile books. 
We received a gift of 50 large print books, for the use of 
persons with eye difficulties from the N. H. State Library, 
and our friends have given us 24 gift books. Columbia Broad- 
casting and Record Company have sent us a collection of 50 
free records for circulation to our patrons. Our reading table 
is stocked with 47 magazines and 5 newspapers, for adult 
reading, and there are 2 magazines in the juvenile and youth 
rooms. 


For use in special project work we have borrowed from 
the State Library 954 books, 2 magazines, 1 recording, and 
films. To supplement our own collection, and in answer to 
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special requests, we have circulated 166 pamphlets and 247 
records, and have answered 8 calls for interlibrary loans. 


Our library has increased its borrower’s register with 
95 new adult names, and with 74 new children’s names. 


The New London Service Organization has added the 
following books to the military book shelves: “The Deep 
Silence” by Reeman, “Hell or High Water’ by Sheldon, “The 
Rescuer” by Maas, and “Sky Suspended” by Bassett. Our 
library truly appreciates the continuing faithfulness of this 
organization with its gifts of books each year. 


Gifts from the New London Garden Club include: ‘“‘Guide 
to Wild Flowers” by Peterson, “‘ Book of Lawn Care” by 
LeFaust, and “Gardening in the Shade” by Morse. We are 
grateful for the continuing interest of the Garden Club in 
our buliding and grounds. 


A ten-week course in cataloging, sponsored by the Uni- 
verstiy of New Hampshire, and held at Keene State College, 
was attended by the librarians, during Octobr and November. 
Attendance at this course will result in certification in library 
work. The staff has attended four cooperative book buying 
classes, the Southwest Advisory Council sessions, and New 
Hampshire Library Association meeting at Bedford. 


In February, Mrs. Lambert resigned her position to take 
a new job in Washington, D.C., and Mrs. Marjorie Stevenson 
joined the staff as an assistant librarian in April. 


During the spring, several of the grades visited the 
library each week to choose supplementary reading books 
and to become more familiar with their library. 


From Aug. 5 to 17, an exhibit of pictures, documents, 
and medical articles concerned with the early years of New 
London Hospital, which was housed in this building, was on 
display in the auditorium. This year our hospital was cele- 
brating its golden anniversary. 
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An exhibit of Currier and Ives lithographs was held 
during the month of July and attracted much attention from 
summer visitors. 


A special display and book fair was featured in Novem- 
ber in observance of National Children’s Book Week. The 
theme of the week was “Go places with books”. The audi- 
torium decorations, done by Mrs. Catherine Lambert, included 
posters, mobiles, and cut-outs of the nations of the world, 
designed to encourage children of this age of jet travel to 
“oo places with books”. New adult and juvenile books were 
on display also. A film, “San Diego Zoo” was shown to the 
visiting children. Over 500 visitors were welcomed by the 
staff, of which 304 were children. The Board and staff wish 
to thank all interested persons who took time from their 
busy week to visit our fair. 


The Vacation Reading Club was held during the months 
of July and August with Mrs. Loring Grimes again in charge. 
The seventy-five children enrolled were entertained the last 
Thursday in August with a party at which the awards were 
given out, and refreshments were served by the librarians 
and their helpers. 


Special projects: the purchase of three ‘‘Quick-See” rec- 
ord cabinets from the Concord Public Library to better house 
our growing record collection. Our record circulation goes 
ahead very satisfactorily, and we are much pleased with the 
success of this new department. Our most ambitious project 
in 1968 was to lay rubber-backed carpeting in the youth and 
children’s rooms on the second floor. We are delighted with 
its sturdy appearance, making the rooms much easier to clean, 
and reducing the noise to a marked degree. The outside of 
the building was painted during the summer months. 


On December seventh, the children’s room was reopened 
for Story Hours, with Mrs. Marjorie Stevenson in charge. 
This hour has always been quite popular with the pre-school 
group, and we hope it will continue to be well attended in 
the wintertime. 
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Again the New Year approaches, and the busy life of the 
library increases, as the time for reading a good book seems 
the most well considered thought of our many friends.

MUNICIPAL COURT 


The New London Municipal Court heard 261 cases: 256 
of these were misdemeanors, and the remaining 5 were small 
claims. Total Court receipts were $4,385.00. Of this amount 
$920.00 was paid over to the State of New Hampshire; $86.80 
was disbursed for Court expenses; and $3,378.20 was paid 
to the Town Treasurer. The volume of Court business was 
by far the largest in the history of the Court. 


The 261 cases were broken down as follows: violations 
of liquor laws, 27; violations of Town ordinances, 19; viola- 
tions of State Motor Vehicle laws, 210; there were 5 small 
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claims cases. One case was appealed to the Superior Court, 
and 4 cases were nol prossed by the State. 


The Court would like to express appreciation to those 
who assisted in the judicial process during the absence of 
the presiding judge, first, when he was on an extended trip 
through Europe and Western Asia; and secondly, when he 
was incapacitated by major surgery. 


As New London develops and as its relative closeness 
to city life increases, so do the problems of justice grow also. 
During the past year there were a number of cases involving 
serious difficulties, and we must be prepared for more of 
these in the future. It is to be hoped that the effort now being 
made in the Legislature to make the New London Municipal 
Court into a District Court will be successful.

POLICK DEPARTMENT 


During the year of 1968, your Police Department handled 
603 motor vehicle stops, covered 26 accidents, were involved 
in 187 complaints, participated in 6 try and locates, assisted 
49 times ranging from helping other departments to starting 
cars and checked 3,913 pieces of property, finding 111 of 
these open. 


Continuing with our public information program with 
the cooperation and assistance of the school, we again held 
a drug seminar, concentrating on the types more prevalent in 
this area, namely marijuana and LSD. 


In the past three years the duties and responsibilities of 
this department have expanded enormously; for example, the 
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motor vehicle and pedestrian traffic has tripled at the school 
crossing. We have been faced with more serious crimes than 
this area has ever had to face before. This department has 
come into contact with ex-convicts and drug addicts during 
the course of routine duty. One of the felons was returned 
to state prison as a result of his activities in our town. Much 
of this has been brought about by the road systems in our 
area shortening travel time from many hours to few. As 
this indicates, we must stay abreast of the times and with 
our laws, rules and regulations as they are, this can only be 
done by following the adage that has become a symbol of 
our era, “Prevention rather than apprehension.”

REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Another fire safe year has passed with only one major 
loss last January in Elkins. 


Fire Departments from two other Towns aided New 
London in suppressing this fire. Many thanks go to Sutton 
and Wilmot Fire Departments for their overwhelming sup- 
port. Firemen were hampered by high winds and low tem- 
peratures, but managed to keep loss to a minimum. I feel 
now, after reviewing the circumstances, that if the tempera- 
ture had been 20 degrees higher, the loss would have been 
much greater. 


A five page report of the fire defenses of New London 
was received in the Spring from the New Hampshire Board 
of Underwriters. A copy of this report is on file with the 
Selectmen for anyone who wishes to read it. Recommenda- 
tion *15 of this report asks that “consideration be given 
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to the establishment of a ladder company. This company 
should be provided with a new ladder truck, constructed and 
equipped by a reputable manufacturer in accordance with 
N.F.P.A. Pamphlet #19 (current editon). In consideration 
of the prevailing hazard, it would be desirable if this piece 
were provided with an aerial capability of not less than 75 
feet.” 


Particular note should be given to recommendation *21 
which asks that “‘consideration be given to the erection of 
a new Fire Station and that the present station be abandoned. 
It is recommended that the new station be located so that 
response distance of apparatus to high value districts does 
not exceed one mile and that the responses to residential 
areas does not exceed three miles.”’ 


The land on which the present Fire Station is located 
was donated to the Town by Mrs. Calvin Sargent for this 
purpose. The Station itself was constructed in 1928 at a cost 
of $3,500.00. With the coming of heavier and longer motor 
vehicles, the present Station has become obsolete. The added 
weight of the present day equipment is much greater than 
that of 40 years ago. The load limit of the wooden floor at 
the Fire Station has been greatly exceeded and presents a 
very serious problem. If a new station were constructd, it 
should be at least 3 bays wide and 2 trucks deep. A maximum 
of 6 vehicles could be housed in quarters such as just men- 
tioned. We presently have 3 pieces of fire apparatus housed 
in the Fire Station with no room for expansion. In the future 
it would be most desirable to acquire a Tank Truck, a Rescue 
Vehicle, and a Ladder Truck. 


Recommendation #15 asks that the Town consider the 
purchase of a new Ladder Truck. To the Town this would 
represent a capital outlay of a $40,000 to $60,000 burden to 
be placed to the taxpayers. I, as Chief, feel that a good used 
Ladder Truck of the capacity recommended could be acquired 
at a substantial saving to the taxpayer, and would serve the 
needs of the Department for many years. 
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Late last fall the Kearsarge Telephone Company installed 
an automatic alerting system to handle fire calls only. This 
new system automatically alerts 10 firemen’s phones when the 
Fire Phone Number is dialed. The Fire Phone Number in 
New London is 526-2222. This number is for Fire Calls only. 
Do not use this number for personal use. If you must call 
the Fire Station, please use the number listed in the Phone 
Book for the Fire Station 


The Town should be most grateful to the dedicated men 
from all walks of the community who make up the New 
London Fire Department.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND FIRE CHIEF 


People cause fires. Our records show that the number of 
fires increase in an area as the population increases and our 
state is growing tremendously. This means that we all must 
be aware of fire causes and do our best to prevent their 
occurrence. 


When we are very young, lighted matches are an ad- 
venture, burnt fingers and a dropped match is another fire. 
A little older, we like to have a woodland cookout, or go out 
by ourselves for a smoke, but fire and forests get together 
for another statistic. We adults like to clean up in the spring, 
burn the old debris and the dead grass, result — escaped fires 
and much personal expense. 


With new homes and summer cottages located in wood- 
lands and with abandoned fields and forests crowding the 
back yard of our villages’ streets, it is necessary that everyone 
be aware all through the fire season, which comes with the 
disappearance of the snow, of the need to be careful with 
outdoor fires and fire sources. 


The following action will help: 


To teach our children the danger of lighted matches. 


2. To never discard lighted smoking material from a car or 
while walking through fields or woods. 


3. To safely dispose of rubbish, preferably at the town dump. 


If you must burn — 


a. You need a written permit from the town fire warden 
for all debris burning except when the ground is cov- 
ered with snow. Cooking fires in outdoor fireplaces or 
in charcoal brasiers in your own back yard is per- 
mitted on notification of the warden. 


b. The warden is forbidden by regulation to allow burn- 
ing of household rubbish on grass by householders 
between 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. 
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ce. Have equipment on hand to control the fire before you 
light the match. 


4, Promptly report any fire out of control to your fire war- 
den or fire department. 


Help to keep our town out of the fire occurrence column 
and save your tax dollars for useful purposes.

REPORT OF THE TOWN HEALTH OFFICER 


The duties of Health Officer broadly cover all those aspects 
of control, investigation and enforcement involved in maintain- 
ing and promoting a healthy population in a physically and 
esthetically healthful environment. Among the programs 
introduced during the last seven years to further these ob- 
jectives have been the water pollution control program and 
the rabies control program. In addition to the above more 
formalized programs, the Health Officer has carried out the 
following responsibilities: investigation of complaints, health 
inspections of various kinds (camps, foster homes, etc.), 
submission of New London Water System samples for State 
examination, and local inspection of waste disposal systems. 


The following have not been accomplished: collection of 
infectious disease statistics from the local medical commu- 
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nity, notification and supervision of adsorption capacity tests 
on platted subdivisions before approval. 


The Water Pollution Control Program in 1968 was aug- 
mented by a town-financed physical inspection of all waste 
disposal systems on the New London shore of Lake Sunapee. 
This was carried out by Mr. Richard Johnson and myself 
under the auspices of The Lake Sunapee Protective Associa- 
tion in conjunction with similar inspections along Sunapee 
and Newbury shore lines. Of the nearly 100 properties in- 
spected in New London, only three were found to be in a 
state of failure requiring corrective action to eliminate pollu- 
tion hazards. Five other systems were in a questionable con- 
dition requiring future surveillance. In most cases owners 
were not aware of the faulty systems. Corrective enforce- 
ment has been implemented by the New Hampshire Water 
Supply and Pollution Control Commission. Continuation and 
extension of this program to include all bodies of water in 
the Town is highly recommended. 


In order to provide for greater protection from pollu- 
tion, an expanded sanitary survey of Pleasant Lake was 
financed by Slope ’n Shore Club as the initiator of a 
Pleasant Lake protective organization. This program has 
uncovered sources of pollution which are in the process of 
being eliminated. 


The Town financed program of testing for sanitary water 
quality was also continued in 1968. Several sites have been 
investigated on specific request as well as the annual testing 
sites. There has been no appreciable general change in water 
quality in the past year but a few suspected areas of pollution 
origin have been detected and will be further investigated in 
1969 to pinpoint actual sources. 


As of January 31, 1969 I have resigned from the position 
of New London’s Health Officer. This action has been necessi- 
tated by a change in professional position requiring long 
term absences from New London. I leave this position with 
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regret and with feelings of appreciation for the cooperation 
shown me by the townspeople and by the various selectmen 
under whom I have served. I trust that my successor will 
receive equal or even better support from the Town and its 
citizenry.

Weekly reports were sent to the State Dept. of Resources 
and Economic Development showing that we had visitors 
from 29 states, 3 Canadian provinces and 2 foreign countries. 
We listed 1,482 cars with 4,101 passengers, which was an 
increase in cars of 87% over 1967 and an increase in pas- 
sengers of 54 1/3%. We also served 483 pedestrians, an- 
swered 401 phone calls and found accommodations for fami- 
lies who telephoned us from Indiana, Texas, etc. 


People showed a greater than usual interest in our town, 
making inquiries about real estate, costs of homes in the area, 
taxes, schools, etc. Of course, we referred them to our several 
real estate agents. Many were lavish in their praise of the 
appearance of our community and the services received at 
the booth. Several returned to the booth to express appre- 
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ciation for help received last year. This was very gratifying 
to us, needless to say. 


We wish to thank the owners of hotels, motels and 
cottages for their kind response to our needs; Kidder’s Garage 
for research on special requests; New London Inn for keep- 
ing us supplied with area booklets; Twin Lake Villa for 
N.E. Heritage maps and the police, who were of service to us.

REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION 
COMMISSION 


The Town of New London approved item *9 in the War- 
rant of 1968 authorizing $2,000 for Conservation Commission 
use. To this was added $1,000, a 50% matching fund, by the 
Spaulding-Potter Charitable Trusts, a private foundation. 
These funds will be used by the Commission to fulfill its 
charge of preserving open spaces. It is important to continue 
building this fund for the acquisition of desirable open space 
as it becomes available. 


The present project of the Commission is the establish- 
ment of a green strip the length of Lyon Brook. Already 
the Town has been granted a 100 foot wide right of way on 
New London Hospital land from County Road to Lakeside 
Road. This is continued across Lakeside Road on 114 acres 
of wooded land purchased from the Hospital and includes 
the headwaters of Lyon Brook. These two areas are shown 
on the accompanying map. The Commission anticipates that 
from this beginning a green strip will eventually extend to 
King Ridge Road.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


During the year 1968, the Board’s principal concern has 
been to involve a workable Master Plan which will serve as 
a guideline for growth in New London for the next twenty 
years. In this connection, the Board has held eight public 
hearings at which about 140 different citizens attended. In 
addition, a synopsis of the Master Plan was mailed to all. 
In a more direct way, the Board has developed a series of 
twenty amendments to the Zoning Ordinance as part of the 
Master Plan development. The townspeople will vote on 
these at the 1969 Town Meeting. 


The Board has had a full schedule of proposed sub- 
divisions to consider. During most months of the year, the 
Board has had to meet twice each month to keep on top of 
these matters. In all, the Board approved 32 new lots during 
1968, and 38 more lots are presently in various stages of 
approval or consideration. In addition, the Board has handled 
site plan reviews and minor matters relative to zoning. 


Despite this heavy work load, the Board has enjoyed 
full stability in its membership. For the first time in several 
years, there has been no resignation from the Board; a situa- 
tion which contributed greatly to the successful ordering of 
the work load.

ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment held open hearings 
on the following appeals. 


W. Thomas Todd requested a variance to Article V, Sec- 
tion F. He asked to place his house on Farwell Lane closer to 
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the road than the required 50 foot setback. His case was 
heard on April 2, 1968, and a permit was granted. 


At that same hearing, Wilmer Brownell requested a 
variance to Article I, Section E. He wanted to build a filling 
station on his property on King Hill Road. A representative 
of the State Highway Department was present and told us 
that for safety reasons the Highway Department has tight 
controls on land so close to Interstate highways, and could 
not allow that land to be used for that purpose. Mr. Brownell 
withdrew his request. 


Paul Merrigan came before the Board on April 16, 1968, 
with a request for a special exception to Article IV, Section B. 
His lot does not have frontage on any street, but does have 
a 50 foot right of way to Main St. Permission was given to 
use this land for a residence. 


A request for two new bunkhouses at Camp Sunapee 
was heard on May 28, 1968. Anthony Shays, owner, asked 
for a hearing under Article IV, Sections 1, 2 and 3, for this 
non-conforming property. A permit was granted for two 
bunkhouses which are to be used for sleeping quarters only. 


Herbert and Winifred Williams came before the Board 
on July 15, 1968, seeking a determination on the classification 
of their property. The Board ruled that their land be con- 
sidered one lot, as stated in their deed. 


Elmer Bussell, in the interest of Peter Bianchi, appealed 
on July 15, 1968, for a variance to Article IV, Section A. 
He wanted permission to erect a house on a lot on which 
there was an existing dwelling. The request was denied. On 
July 16, Mr. Bussell and Mr. Bianchi agreed to remove the 
kitchen from the existing dwelling, and under that condition 
the Board agreed to allow a house to be built. 


Mr. Stuart Curtis requested a variance to Article IV, 
Section A. He wanted to build a house on a lot on which 
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there was an existing dwelling. The Board heard this request 
on October 15, 1968, and denied it, recommending that the 
existing dwelling be modified in such a way as to comply 
with the Zoning Ordinance. 


On October 17, 1968, William Montgomery and William 
Steere, Jr., asked or a special exception to Article IX, Sec- 
tion C. They wanted permission to change the interior of 
Tracy Farm house into four apartments. Permission was 
granted. 


Stuart Spaulding, President of Mobilab of New Hamp- 
shire, Inc., asked for a special exception to conduct light 
manufacturing on No. Pleasant St., from March 1, 1969, to 
Sept. 1, 1969. The Board granted him the special permit 
effective November 26, 1968, to October 26, 1969, with the 
provision that the building be removed from the site within 
30 days of expiration of the permit.

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SEWER COMMISSIONERS REPORT 


At the Town Meeting of March, 1968, it was voted to 
float a bond issue of $70,000 for purchase of land, engineer- 
ing cost and improvements to the New London Sewer Sys- 
tem, the State to contribute $40,000.00 for an experimental 
ridge and furrow project. 


We have endeavored to do this; however, we have en- 
countered many obstacles. The land we needed was not suffi- 
cintly defined in deeds and some not at all, which resulted 
in prolonged expensive surveys. Again much time was lost 
in negotiatng for the land. There was no alternative except 
to acquire same, at whatever the cost. 


The engineering firm was late in getting out their plans 
and consequently opening the bids. With an abnormal amount 
of snow, clearing land has been difficult. To date a partial 
clearing of the land has been performed for the ridge and 
furrow pilot program recommended by the State. A few 
poor and leaky manholes have been rebuilt or raised. 


The State engineer insists that where infiltration exists 
new lines of larger size be laid with new precast manholes. 
From previous surveys we know that there are many roof 
drains, cellar drains, sump pumps, etc., that are draining 
into the sewer lines. This causes flooding of the plant and 
overworking of plant facilities. It is therefore a must that 
these be corrected in the near future. 


The Elkins sewer project is still under study at this date.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
1968 was another busy year in the Water Department. 


First, abnormally cold weather and snow removal caused 
a few freeze ups. Lumbering operations in Perley Town 
caused washouts and re-laying of culverts, new culverts, 
opening of ditches, to get passable roads to Morgan Pond; 
also construction of a new road to the reservoir. 


We replaced several old two-nozzle hydrants with ones 
with steamer nozzles, gates and set some back of sidewalks 
to lessen breakage from snow plows and reduce cost of snow 
removal. 


New construction has consisted of 800 feet of 6 inch pipe 
on Balsam Acres, plus one hydrant not yet completed. Also, 
264 feet of six inch line on Birch Acres, along with 18 new 
house services. 


We replaced 1,090 feet of undersized pipe with six inch 
and installed several new services on Lakeside Road, plus 
one new hydrant. We replaced 1500 feet of one inch surface 
line on Camp Sunapee Road with one and one-half inch line. 
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Lastly, we replaced 900 feet of wood main with 12 inch 
transite from Perley Road towards the reservoir. Here we 
are building a new road, a tedious job, working beside the 
old wood main, blasting and digging and not disrupting the 
water service. 


A study of filtration along with construction is being 
made with hopes that a system can be installed to improve 
color and remove sediment. 


Beaver operations have given us much trouble this past 
year. A trapper has caught several weighing up to 54 lbs. 
These animals will continue to give us trouble, we expect, 
because of their migration from several colonies in the 
surrounding area. Snow removal from hydrants has been 
time consuming this year.

ANNUAL REPORT 


September 31, 1968, completed the 50th year of the New 
London Hospital and the 10th year in its present location. 
A 50th Anniversary Committee planned several events during 
the year. In April-May there was a series of Medical Lectures 
given by four members: of the Medical Staff of the Hospital. 
In the summer the Hospital Aid Association sponsored a 
Golden Anniversary Bridge. The theme for Hospital Day 
and the parade was related to the 50th Anniversary and at 
the same time an exhibit at the Tracy Memorial Library 
showed the history of the Hospital. On October 5th a public 
reception was held at the auditorium of Our Lady of Fatima 
Church. More than 300 people attended and a 12 page Golden 
Anniversary Booklet was distributed. The first week of 
October the Argus-Champion published more than four pages 
of pictures, text and congratulatory ads about the Hospital. 


During the past year a Coronary and Intensive Care Unit 
was established in the Hospital. Four of our nurses have 
been trained in use of the cardiac monitor and a monitor, 
pacemaker and defibrillator were installed in April. A nurse 
was also trained in the use of inhalation therapy equipment.

Among Hospital Auxiliaries in New Hampshire, the 
New London Hospital Aid Association is rated as a partic- 
larly active one. Almost unique in the state are well attended 
monthly meetings from October to June, with the active par- 
ticipation of nearly 75 of our 166 members.

This year marks the 22nd anniversary of the New Lon- 
don Outing Club, with service to the community remaining 
its chief goal.

In 1967 the New London Garden Club was invited to 
make its first annual report to the Town. It was comprehen- 
Sive and somewhat historical in nature. By comparison the 
1968 activities will seem relatively curtailed. Not true! 

Each year the members of the Garden Club maintain 
established projects and add new ones. “Maintain”? means 
everything from pruning, weeding fertilizing, and edging the 
areas in which we have invested funds as well as time and 
energy, to literally uprooting the burdock which is rapidly 
becoming entrenched in library gardens on which we have 
spent several hundred dollars. It also involves meeting with 
various local and state officials to solicit cooperation in joint 
efforts

to employ professional assistance when necessary. At the 
present time the Club has accepted responsibility for a 
“vested” interest in plantings at: Bucklin Beach, the Infor- 
mation Booth, the Town Hall, Crockett’s Corner, Norris 
Corner, Elkins roadside, and Williams Triangle. In addition, 
members care for patients’ flowers at the New London Hos- 
pital, provide Christmas decorations for public buildings, and 
sponsor a flower table on Hospital Day. 

Each year high school students are sent to Bear Brook 
Conservation Camp as guests of the Club, and a junior pro- 
gram is made available to younger children. Other activities 
include an annual flower show, an antiques show, and plans 
are under way for a home tour in 1969. The three latter 
endeavors provide added income for the Club as well as an 
attraction for summer visitors. The reputation for quality 
presentations in these areas is well known in garden club 
circles throughout the State, and is a tribute to the ability 
of the club members responsible for the planning and imple- 
mentation of the events. All of this is indicative of continued 
civic orientation and service to the community.
